It seems to me that meet of the leaues 
Involved in the proposed changes are matter* of 
policy, and of primary concern to the Department 
of State, the Department of Defense, and the 
Atomic Energy Commission, 1 understand, however, 
that the nee language Is not intended to bar the 
SOUP, the ASF, or similar alliance arrangements. 

If so, the Soviets are not likely to find it more 
acceptable than the language it replaces. 


It cannot be excluded, however, as you suggested 
at the recent meeting of the Principals, that the 
Soviets are n cm willing t© gamble that the MLF is 
dead and to sign a non-proliferation treaty which 
permits the HUP. If such is the ease, the new 
language could provide the Soviets with a face 
saving means of adhering to a non-proliferation .rv 
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satisfactory to us.

1. paragraph 8 contains a recommendation for 
action. 

2. At the meeting of the Committee of Principals 
on 17 June, Secretary Rusk noted that the Deputy Chief 
of the Soviet delegation at Geneva, Vorontsov, had said 
that the crux of the problem of non-proliferation was 
’’physical access” to nuclear weapons by West Germany, 
and had indicated that a U.S. amendment to cover physical 
access would be an important move. The Secretary said 
that he would be circulating new treaty language embody- 
ing this phrase. A draft of the new language is attached. 
Also attached is a copy of the present U.S. draft treaty, 
and a cable from Geneva reporting Vorontsov's remarks. 


3. The revised articles do not necessarily con- 
stitute a complete treaty by themselves; they directly 
replace only Articles I, II, and VI of the present draft. 
The remaining articles could be retained, but the Secre- 
tary does not make clear whether and to what extent this 
would be done. Nor is his staff clear on this point. 

4. The U.S. will take the position that barring 
’’physical access” to nuclear weapons does not rule out 
the MU’, the ANF, and similar alliance arrangements 
because such arrangements do not confer physical access. 
Thus, the new language represents no concession on this 
issue. It remains doubtful, therefore, that the Soviets 
will buy it, because they apparently remain adamant in 
opposing what they consider to be a German finger on the 
nuclear trigger.
